investigated and third, the "first 
fire" 


men whose conflagrations unquestionably 


were of a suspicious dm racier. Thure U 
nothing in the letter to Wieatc that 
the reports would have to do only with 
persons who actually 'hud been convicted 
ot arson or complicity in that offense. In 
other words, the mime of practically ev- 
ery person who hud been under, investi- 
gation by the department, however in- 
nocently, Would go to insurance com- 
panies which paid for tho information, 
and those persons presumably, would be 
placed ou the "blacklists" of those com- 
panies.

LAVA CHARRED LOG MAY 
PROVE AID TO SCIENTISTS 


(Special to The Journal.) 


SPOKANE, Wash., June ID.—Believ- 


ing that the discovery of a lava-charred 
log, imbedded 80 feet from the face of 
a. cut into the basalt rock formation in 
the eastern part of-Spokane, will aid 
science to deduce much important data 
regarding the geological status of the 
Spokane valley, experts connected with 
Smithsonian Institute at Washington, D. 
C., will be requested by the Spokane 
Chamber of Commerce to make thorough 
analyses of the mass. 


Father J. J. Adams, S. J., instructor of 


physics at Gonzaga. college, Spokane, has 
made a series of experiments to deter- 
mine the character of the tree, but be- 
yond establishing the fact it is a hard 
wood, the log so far has withstood all 
attempts at chemical analysis, probably 
owing to the numerous changes it has 
undergone. 


Of Recent Formation, 


"After consulting 'every reliable 
au- 


thority at my command," Father'Adams. 
said, "I have reached the conclusion that 
the Spokane valley.is of .comparatively 
recent formation, a product perhaps of 
the Ccnozoic'period. Of course, the sur- 
rounding mountains, such as the Cas- 
cades and the Rockies, arc of much older 
formation, dating backj no doubt, to the 
Mesozoic period. 
... "The 'more recen^^ccustal^.tttovemcnts 
in"'-nlf"prpbability toolc place1 after the 
glacial period, although 
the 
volcanic 


eruptions in the vicinity of Sppka-nc date 
back 150,000 to 200,000 years. This pe- 
culiar volcanic belt underlying Spolune 


would seem to date back at least 100,000 
years. This formation in Division street, 
in the locality of the. stump, indicates 
that the tree was embedded during the 
recent rrustal changes. 


"The nature of the surroundings and 


other geologic conditions accompanying 
the discovery are of utmost significance 
to the people of this age, since they aid 
science to deduce much interesting data 
relative to the geological status of this 
locality not heretofore definite,!}" estab- 
lished." 


Found 3y-laborers. 


The log.wns found by laborers em- 


ployed in a rock cut on the Spokane 
International railway. 
The mass was 


split and hacked by the men, who did 
not know its scientific value, though 
th'rcc large fragments, the size of cord- 
wood, were rescued by representatives 
of the Spokane Chamber of Commerce, 
(ionzaga. and Spokane colleges and civil 
engineers connected with the railroad. 
H. A. Margoyles, a local railway con- 
tractor having charge of the work, also 
secured several 8-'foot' pieces, which he 
will have fashioned into an easy chair. 


The formationi at the point where the 


log was encountered included a hiyer of 
rock, one of ashes and another of rock, 
the thickest part of the wood being im- 
bedded in ashes with the zasalt rock 
covering-it. Tho roots were burned off, 
while the re«t of the log wns charred to 
depth ranging from one to two inches. 
The color of the wood is dark brown. It 
is close of grain and in a good state of 
preservation. 


Particulars wero received in this city 


this morning from the village of Water- 
ford, of the sad death of Mark Hann, 
one of the most porminent and ] rosper- 
ous young business men of that place.

Thomas Jones, a. single roan, 59 years', 
11 months and 13 days old, committed 
suicide Sunday afternoon, by hanging 
himself in a barn on the the farm of 
Edward Ahmdt, one and a half- miles 
west of the Rapids, town of Caledonia. - 


Mr. Jones had been employed on the 


fasni since last April. 
Some days ago 


he left and went to Milwaukee, but re-- 
turned and asked for his old job, stat- 
ing that he was so lonesome when he 
reached Milwaukee that he could not 
stand it. Mr. Ahmdr told him that he 
could stay on the farm as long as ha 
lived. 


Sunday there were strawberries 
to 


pick and Mr. Ahmdt informed Mr. Jones 
that if he would assist that he would 
receive extra pay and Mr. Jones replied 
cheerfully that he would work. 


Boy Discovers Body. 


When it came time for Mr. Jones to 


appear in the field with a hotfe and wa- 
gon to haul in the picked berries, he 
failed to come, Mr. Ahmdt sent a. boy 
to the barn to see what hnd become of 
Mr. Jones and to bring the horse and 
wagon. 


The boy reached the barn and did not 


we Mr. Jones around and.commenced to 
harness the horse, when he was horri- 
fied to discover the body of Mr. -Tones 
hanging from a rafter in the building. 
The boy gave the alarm and Mr. Ahmdt 
and others hurried to the scene. 


Mr. Jones has secured a piece of thiclc 


wire, adjusted it to the rafter and mado 
a sc-rt of loop and this loop he placed 
nround his neck and ended his life. 


Was Temporarily Insane.

That Mr. Jones was- temporarily in- 


| sane when he committed tho ra«h act 
there is not the slightest doubt. He was 


i insane from December 1901 to Novem- 


I her 1902, nnd confined in the Northern 


I Insane asylum. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle was notified o£ 


the suicide and repaired to the scene.

The dairy department of the College 


Of Agriculture of the University of Wis- 
consin is now receiving milk and cream 
from over 200 farms. From 1,500 to 2,- 
000 pounds of butter, 100 pounds of 
cheese and a small amount of ice cream 
are made daily. In addition 100 gallons 
of cream are pasteurized, bottled and 
marketed each day. Printed regulations 
are sent to all the patrons supplying this 
product'regarding the sanitary care of 
their milk, and each farm is occasionally 
inspected by a representative of the 
dairy-department. It really requires lit- 
tle care and attention to maintain milk 
and cream in a clean, sweet condition 
even during hot, sultry weather. All 
that is necessary is to properly clean the 
cows, the milk .cans, tne stable, and to 
efficiently-cool and care for the milk. 


The following regulations pertaining to 


sanitary management of the herd and 
care of the produc^; are observed -by pa- 
trons of the university creamery: 


All milk cans should be washed 


first in cold water then thoroughly 
cleansed with warm water and fi- 
nally'rinsed in scalding hot water. 
These cans should be washed an 
soon as received from ths cream- 
ery and kept, in a clean place pro- 
tected from dust and-bad odors. 
••Exposure to direct sunlight is es- 


pecially beneficial.- 
• . Each cow's udder should bf thor- • 
oughly cleansed before milking-and 
ttw h«wl8 of the mfiker should be 
absolutely clean and dry.

white flannel .and then should bo 
quickly cooled and well aired. 


Pouring or dipping

Bloody milk,1 or that from a sick 


cow should never be mixed with 
wholesome milk.

Children's 
Apple 
Bread.—An 
old- 


fashioned dish which never fails to de- 
light the children may be prepared as 
follows:

pint.oC ripe chopped apples, tbrec table- 
spoons of butter, pinch, of salt, one and 
one-half cups of water.

.apples to "taste and. bake as ordinary 
corn bread. 


Strawberry Shortcake.—Make a 
rich 


biscuit dough,.-roll thin, andx-cut into 
rounds about the size of a bread and 
butter plate. Place one on top of an- 
other and bake in a quick'oven. Have 
the berries washed, crushed and sugared. 
Spread between the layers and on top 
and servo hot with whipped cream, plain 
cream or. ice cream. 


Roman Pudding.—Boil twerve.or fifteen 


pipes of macaroni for twenty minutes, 
without.breaking. This can be done by 
dropping them slowly into a saucepan 
of boiling water, bending each as it soft- 
ens. Line a buttered earthern dish with 
the warm macaroni, coiling it in place. 
Mix a large cupful of finely cut veal. 
chicken or other cold meat with 1 cupful 
of cream, 2 beaten eggs, 2 tablespoonfuls 
of grated cheese, and salt, cayenne, mace 
and lemon to season; cover, bake slowly 
for twenty minutes, then uncover, baste 
with melted butter and brown for ten 
minutes longer. Serve with a good gravy. 
Almost any kind of cold meat may be 
utilized in this way to make a handsome 
dish. 


Mock Clam Chowder.—Peel nnd slice 


thin four dry onions and fry until broVn 
in a tablespoonful of drippings rendered 
from suet that any butcher will give 
with purchase of meat. Put into a pot 
which has a, tight cover two medium- 
sized potatoes, peeled and cut in tiny 
cubes, and cover with one and one-half 
quarts of water. Add pepper and salt 
to taste, one clove, or one section of 
garlic, cut as small as possible and one- 
half of the fried onions. Cover and-let 
cook slowly down to a little over one 
and one-half pints. Dissolve one heaping 
kitchen spoonful of flour in one cupful 
of the stock that ha* been sot away 
to cool. Put in chowder and let come 
to hard boil, stirring constantly. The 
secret of success in this is to season 
properly.

When Boiling Milk,—The only 
sure 


way to count on heating milk correctly 
is to cook it in a double boiler. It. takes 
longer, but the possibility of scorching 
is eliminated. 


These boilers are now so cheoji as 


to be within reach of most housekeepers 
but if cost must be considered, a small 
saucepan inside a larger one serves every 
purpose. 


Should the milk burn while heating, 


remove the pan quickly from the stove 
and stand it in a bowl of cold water. 
Add a pinch of salt nnd stir well. While 
this may not entirely destroy the scorch- 
ed taste, it lessons it, so that it can 
scarcely he detected.-.

An appeal to the supreme court «?ill 


be taken'in the case of Paul J. Kellar 
against the Racine Malt company. Early 
in 'the week the suit was tried in the 
circuit court and was decided by Judge 
E. B. Belden .for the defendants. It is 
on action on alleged conversion of real 
estate and quite interesting. 


Mr. Kcllar owned property at 
133-4 


State street, in which L. U. Schacfer was 
interested. A mortgage and mechanics 
lien was foreclosed on it, and the prop- 
erty sold in September 1010. Before it 
was sold Kellar rented it for eight.years 
to the Mnlt company and 3hey were to 
pay $1,600 -advance rental, and live pe» 
cent on a loan that KeDsr -was getting 
for the same length of time. The S1.600 
and the loan they were getting of $4,000, 
w.as enough to redeem the property. 


Kellar Secures Money. 


Tlic Building and Loan association bid 


in the property and ugreed to give Kel- - 
lar the first chance to redeem it, Kel- 
lar procured the $4,000 loan to him at 
an expense of 573. The money was put 
in a bank of this city. Nolwdy had any- 
thing to do with getting the loan ex- 
cept Schaefer and Kellar. 


Signed, But Did Not Read. 


The Mult company agreed io lease and 


pay this sixteen hundred in advance, and 
Kcllar was to take tbe title; then they 
would have their building clear, at the 
end of eight years, in all subject to a 
four thousand dollar mortgage. 
Kcllar 


was to keep up tbe taxes and pay the 
excess of live per cent interest, if any. 
The dny before the deal was closed, it is 
alleged that Charles Krcnzke got Kellar 
and bchaefer to sign a paper, which they 
did not read, and supposed it wab a lease, 
but the paper, in fact, authorized the 
Building and Loan association to deed to 
the Mnlt company instead of to Kellar, 
and then the first thing they heard of 
afterward, the malt company had 
the 


deed, and knew nothing about any lease 
or anything of the kind, and the prop- 
erty is worth three or four 
thousand 


dollars more than what they paid for it. 
Afterward, the Malt company wanted t» 
give Kellar a contract to buy it back at 
the end of eight years, thus changing 
the whole thing a.ll around—and that is 
what the lawsuit in aoout.

Marris Matson, a farm hand 23 years old, mistaking his employ- 


er, Elmer Gifford, for a fox, fired a charge of-shot into his body late 
yesterday afternoon, probably fatally wounding him. The accident- 
occurred on the farm'of Mr. Gifford in the town of Caledonia, near 
Franksvillc. The injured- man was hurried to the St. Mary's hospital 
in this city and Dr. S. C. Buchan was called and later Dr. W. S. 
Haven and Dr. Levings, of Milwaukee. 


An examination revealed that more than twenty-five shot had 


taken effect. 
On the front of both thighs there were some twelve or 


fifteen wounds; on the,hands and arms there were others; some were 
in the chest, and it was feared that one shot had entered the abdominal 
cavity and.another the joint of the wrist. 
The injured man was plac- 


ed under the X-rays and it was decided that an operation would be 
necessary t6 remove the shot in or near the abdominal cavity. 
_ - 


Mr.'Gifford being one of the most prominent farmers in Racine 


county, the news that he was shot spread rapidly and the greatest ex- 
cilcment prevailed and hundreds of telephone messages came in as to-' 
how it happened and what his condition .was. 
. ,

For a week or ten days past a number of red foxes have infested, 


the town of Caledonia and scores of chickens disappeared, among; 
them many from the hen house'of Mr. Gifford. Attempts had been. 
made to run down and kill the animals. 
On Thursday Mr. Gifford 


and others got on the trail .of at least one fox and chased it into the 
woods or brush on his farm. Yesterday afternoon Mr. Gifford and 
Marris Matson, employed as farm hand, started out, each with a shot - 
gun, intending to get the foxes if they were still in the woods or brush 
heap, quite a distance away from the farm house. 


Mr Gifford entered the woods and brush and ordered young 


Matson to remain on the open prairie, and if the foxes came out,to 
kill them 
Matson followed instructions, taking a stand where he got • 


a splendid view of the brush. 
He heard Mr. Gifford in the brush. 


Suddenly there was an appearance of something red. 
It was the gun 


, clock of "Mr. Gifford as he worked through the brush. 
Matson believ- 


ed it was a fox, raised the shot gun and fired. There was- a groan -

Hardly a week passes in summer bu 
brings its news ot" some disaster to pleas 
ure seekers on the water. 


In the text book of sad, dear, exper- 


ience we learn many of life's lessor. 
The tragedies of the Sunday just passed, 
bear a message. We are prone to be 
careless, until somo accident, some mis- 
hap, ruins the 
happiness or snatches 


away the lives of those -who are near and 
dear to us. These fatal accidents should 
plead for more attention to the safety 
of our young people—for more concern 
for the welfare of not only our own loved 
ones, but for the welfare of others who 
need our care. 


The boating clubs of Milwaukee last 


week, immediately following a sad acci- 
dent, petitioned the city council for an 
ordinance establishing precautionary re- 
quirements regarding 
boating. One of 


the requirements is that all persons un- 
able to swim be excluded from the privi- 
lege of boating upon the Milwaukee river. 
Another asks that boat owners be pro- 
hibited from renting boats to persons 
under sixteen years of age or to any 
person unskilled in the management of 
boats. There ore other suggestions, in- 
cluding that of a life line on the river. 


There are those who believe that such 


matters should be left in the hands of 
parent*. But the proverbially indulgent 
parent often fails to se.e the necessity ol 
protection until it 'w too late. Many 
bel>»vp in safety regulations—until these 
regulations exclude them or their friends 
from coveted enjoyment or privilege. 


The tragedies recorded above and the 


petition of the Milwaukee boating clubs 
have a message for Racine. The Belle 
City annually odds its toll of human 
lives on the river or in the lake, boating 
or bathing. It would appear expedient 
that at this iimc, the beginning of the 
wimmer bathing and boating season, pre- 
cautionary mciiMiros bo adopted to en- 
sure, the safety of Racine young men and 
women who enjoy aquatic sports.

The public must do its duty in 
living better, and observing more faith- 
fully the plain rules of health, am! tak- 
ing'physical exercise propertly, quietly 
and rationally.

—are. lower than at any other time dur- 
ing the past five years. Steel rails alono 
continue to sell at the same price that 
was fixed by the trust ten years ago.

road situation. Other -forms of steel are 
bought by men who hare no other inter- 
est to serve than their own, and no pur- 
pose other than to take advantage of dull 
times and get their goods at the lowest 
possible prices; steel rails are bought 
by the men who run the railroads, who 
are the same men that run the Steel cor- 
poration, and they are more interested 
in the prosperity of the Steel company 
than of the railroads."

delivering mail on Sundays had

How about sn institution for the 
care of the adult unfortunates without 
homes, without friends? Where is'there 
room for these? The county poor house 
may do, but how about a portion of the 
several millions our own' state pays 
every year, for the relief of the real'un- 
fortunates, the stranded wrecks? 


The hard heartedness of /tho world, 


hardening with the passing years, is hav- 
ing no use for adults who in the slightest 
have lost their grip. The man above 
forty, losing his place for any 
cause 


whatever, has trouble in securing anoth- 
er. Again, he is compelled to descend 
in the labor scale below his' real abilities.

PROGRESS IN EDUCATION 


The last few. years have witnessed re- 


markable progress in methods of caring 
for school children. Time was when the 
only function attributed to the public 
school was that of intellectual training. 
Today, however, the needs of our complex 
civilization demand that the school per- 
form many of the functions which have 
heretofore been the province of the home. 
Hygienic instruction is by no means the 
least of modern educational reforms. 
Free bathing rooms in large cities arc 
supplying a long felt need.' Medical in- 
spection ' is, whore adopted, proving of 
great worth not only to the physical, but 
to the intellectual and moral welfare of 
the child. Many a bright child has had 
hi* ambitions 'stifled, his intellect dwarf- 
ed, hi» future blighted, because his in- 
structor termed him dull or lazy, when 
in reality slight optical or auditory de- 
fects, which with proper onre might eas- 
ily have been remedied, caused him to 
appear unintelligent or disinclined to 
study. One serious drawback which pra- 
vents medical inspection from being aJl 
that it should be in modern educational 
efficiency is the fact-.that it is not .com- 
pulsory.
